WASHINGTON, Nov. ^ . — E arth­ 
quake records cannot be used di­ 
rectly in predicting earthquakes, the 
W eather 
Bureau announces, 
but 
study of a collection of these rec­ 
ords throws a great deal of light 
on the nature of earthquakes gene­ 
rally, and it is hoped that at some 
future time this information may 
lead to successful methods of pre­ 
diction. 
The Hawaiian volcanic observa­ 
tory of the W eather Bureau utilizes 
these records and has been instru­ 
mental in the saving of life and' 
property. 
When 
a violent earth­ 
quake that appears to have occurred 
in the Pacific Ocean is recorded 
the observatory officials send out 
warnings by cable and otherwise 
to the region likely to be affected. 
Such earthquakes frequently are at­ 
tended by so-called tidal waves of 
many hours between the occurance 
of the quake and the arrival of the 
destructive oceanic waves at any 
given point.
